JAYCEE ATHLETIC CONFERENCE 


IS REVAMPED FOR NEXT YEAR 


Move Only Needs Approval 
Of C. I. F. Before It 
Becomes A Reality 


Santa Ana junior college is to find 
themselves in a revamped conference 
next year, that is, if the C. I. F. 
ratifies the actions of J. C. officials. 
The conference will be definitely di- 
vided into two sections for all 
branches of sports. The local Dons 
will be in the strongest of the two 
divisions, along with Long Beach, 
Compton, Pasadena, Glendale, Los 
Angeles, and Fullerton. The other 
part of the conference will be made 
up of Chaffey, Riverside, San Ber- 
nardino, Pomona and Citrus. In this 
way the officials claim the schedules 
will not be so long, and the winners 
of each division will meet at the 
conclusion of the season for the con- 
ference championship. 

It is also the first step in what will 
eventually, they claim, end in what 
is called the 6-4-4 plan. As things 
are arranged for next year, the high 
schools connected with the junior 
colleges of the major section, are in 
the Coast League. The schedules of 
the high school and their jaycees are 
so arranged that when Santa Ana 
high school is playing in Long Beach, 
the junior college will be playing 
Long Beach at Santa Ana, and so 
on for each week. 

Therefore, Coach Bill Cook and his 
Don football team will be greeted, 
if the C. I. F. approve the change, 
with a six game schedule instead of 
the nine game one of last season. 
San Bernardino, Riverside, and Chaf- 
fey will not be on the card. In bas- 
ketball the thirteen team league of 
last year is also gone.
